Public Hearing Monday to Discuss 
City Offer for Lutheran Church Site

At the January 5 meeting of city council, councilman Joel 
Katz expressed the thoughts of the city in his motion recommend¬ 
ing purchase of the 3.1 acre Lutheran Church site on Ridge Rd. 

Specifically, Katz's motion stated that the city “indicate its 
interest in acquiring the Lutheran Church site by attempting to 
negotiate its purchase for the sum of $80,000.” 


The city hopes it can qualify for 
federal open space funds to defray 
$30,000 of the cost. It would then 
finance the remaining $50,000 over 
a 10-year period; such a proced¬ 
ure would not require a referen¬ 
dum. The first year's cash payment 
would be $13,000 without federal 
aid, or $8,000 with federal aid. This 
amounts to 2.6c on the tax dollar 
as opposed to 1.6c. 

An additional $15,000 would be 
needed: $5,000 in operating costs, 
$5,500 for parking facilities, and 
another $4,500 in building modifi¬ 
cations. This amounts to another 
3c on the tax dollar. 

Public Hearing 

A public hearing set for January 
12, at 8 p.m., was immediately cal¬ 
led for to solicit citizen's opinions 
en the subject. Though councilman 
Edgar Smith was absent, it was re¬ 
ported that the entire council sup¬ 
ported the acquisition. 

As councilman Dick Pilski noted, 
if the city did not pick up this last 
piece of land in this favorable lo¬ 
cation, it would probably regret 
the loss in the future. Mayor Fran¬ 
cis White pointed out the fruitful 
use the city can make of the prop¬ 
erty now and in the years to coir»e. 

Background 

This move of the council climax¬ 
es a two-year negotiation period by 
the church with various prospec¬ 
tive buyers. After the church de¬ 
cided to sell its property, the first 
interested parties in the site were 
the senior citizens, who sought to 
convert the present building into 
an 80-room housing complex for 
the elderly. However, zoning and 
other complications arose and the 
senior citizens settled on another 
site. 

A year ago another potential pur¬ 
chaser sought the land for use in 
construction of a privately-owned 
nursing home. A zoning exception 
would be needed, and the city, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and various 
citizens opposed the change, re¬ 
sulting in the county commission¬ 
ers' denial of the application. 

The city council thereupon ap¬ 
pointed an Ad Hoc Committee to 
study the uses the city might make 
of the property. The church, in 
turn, agreed to cease actively seek¬ 
ing a buyer for one year. 

GHI then saw the possibility of 
acquiring the site for such uses as 
1) leasing to the city for recrea¬ 
tional purposes, 2) building more 
townhouses of 3) building addition¬ 
al offices and a warehouse. How¬ 
ever, after months of discussing 
the issue, GHI found the property 
to be economically unfeasible and 
somewhat reluctantly informed the

church and the city it would not 
seek to acquire the property. 

At this point the Association for 
the Deaf also expressed interest in 
the property for use as offices. 

On Nov. 3, the council’s Ad Hoc 
Committee reported that it favored 
acquiring the site for city recre¬ 
ational, cultural and community 
purposes. Council thereafter had 
two study sessions, visited the site, 
poured over manager Giese's cost 
analysis, and then decided it would 
attempt to acquire the land and the 
building. 

SHL Civic Association 
Elects Bd. of Directors

The goals of the Civic Associa¬ 
tion which is open to all SHL 
residents, are: 

1. To further the interest of SHL 
residents in community and civic 
affairs, and to encourage the devel¬ 
opment of activities of benefit to 
all residents. 

2. To keep residents informed of 
activities or of actions taken which 
may affect them either positively 
or adversely. 

3. To provide a forum to discuss 
matters concerning the commun¬ 
ity. 

4. To take appropriate action re¬ 
garding such matters. 

5. To represent residents to City 
Council, County Civic Association, 
the County government and other 
agencies. 

According to Mulvihill, the or¬ 
ganization is striving to have all 
residents of the community as ac¬ 
tively participating members. “We 
are a unique apartment develop¬ 
ment in that we are probably one 
of the few that has become actively 
involved in the community. The 
Civic Association, we feel, can con¬ 
tinue to improve this involvement 
and provide the foundation for ma¬ 
king SHL an integral part of the 
City of Greenbelt.’' 

A general meeting is planned in 
late February.

Hearing Set Jan. 16 
For Rezoning Request 

On Friday, January 16, the coun¬ 
ty commissioners at Hyattsville 
will hear a petition for rezoning 
the 19-acre Lakeside North apart¬ 
ment tract from the present R-30 
zoning (14 apartment units per 
acre) to R-18 (21 units per acre). 
The petition, which was filed by 
the owners (Sigmund and Mona 
Goldblatt) through the contract 
purchaser, David H. Hillman, was 
considered on November 5 by the 
Prince Georges County Planning 
Board, who recommended denial. 
The city of Greenbelt opposes the 
rezoning. 

The 19-acre tract contains 276 
Lakeside North apartments, which 
were constructed in a cluster so 
as to concentrate the green space 
in a 4-acre area. R-18 approval 
would permit the usage of the 4- 
acre green space in constructing 
125 additional units. 

The County Planning Board 
turned down the request on the 
grounds that the 4-acre green space 
was necessary to support the ori¬ 
ginal R-30 zoning for the entire 
tract. It also cited the adverse 
effects on traffic and schools of 
further construction. 

The College Park-Greenbelt Mas¬ 
ter Plan adopted by MNCPPC on 
March 12, 1969, showed no change 
in the R-30 zoning for this proper¬ 
ty. 


City Notes 

At the start of the new decade 
the city’s trash collection is sud¬ 
denly short by five men. One man 
resigned to take a better-paying 
job, three were fired for insubor¬ 
dination, and one, William Carter, 
is in the hospital, recovering after 
an illness. With the regular Public 
Works crew helping out on the 
trash detail collections were made 
at every home at least twice dur¬ 
ing the holiday week. In addition, 
about a dozen trailer loads of trash 
were hauled away from the Center 
collection site during the two-week 
holiday interval. 

City officials received a number 
of complaints from residents this 
year that several trash collectors 
had been soliciting for Christmas 
tips. Such solicitation is contrary 
to city policy, and residents are 
not expected to tip collectors, offi¬ 
cials noted. Those collectors a- 
gainst whom the complaints were 
lodged were the three who were 
fired, though other problems also 
prompted the city's action. 

Despite their work on trash col¬ 
lection, the city crew was able to 
remove Christmas decorations at 
the Municipal Building and from 
the community Christmas tree. In 
addition, on January 2 they put 
temporary patches on chuckholes 
along Ridge Rd. and Edmonston 
Rd. 

* * * 

The county has apparently been 
able to eliminate the storm sewer 
flooding problem below the parking 
lot of the new library building. A 
clogged catch basin and connecting 
sewer were cleaned out on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. The city has begun trash 
collections at the library, where 
books are now being uncrated. 


School Site Plan With Two 
Access Rds. Approved By City 

The latest subdivision plan of the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education for the 72-acre school site tract between GHI 
property and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway finally won the 
approval of the Greenbelt City Council on Monday, January 5. 
But the approval was not forthcoming until the preliminary plan 
had been revised to show the dedication of Hamilton Road with a 
70-foot right-of-way connecting with the perimeter road, thus 
giving two accesses to the tract which will eventually house a 
three-school complex. __ 


The preliminary plan, which will 
probably be referred to the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board on 
January 28, also shows the dedica¬ 
tion of the perimeter road with 
an 80-foot right-of-way, but does 
not show the abandonment of the 
landfill road or the inclusion of 
the 4%-acre landfill property. 

The county school board had ear¬ 
lier asked for city approval of 
these last two items, but ran into 
city opposition because of the ma¬ 
ny other unsettled problems with 
the school tract, such as road pave¬ 
ment costs and disposition of sur¬ 
plus acreage. 

According to city manager James 
Giese, the school board decided not 
to press for the abandonment of 
the landfill road and the dedication 
of the landfill property at this time 
since these items would not be 
needed until the school board is 
ready to build the junior high 
school The senior high school, 
plans for which have already been 
approved, will be the first part of 
the complex to be built. 

In a related issue, Hugh Jas¬ 
court, chairman of Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board, strongly 
protested the fact that neither he 
nor members of his board were in¬ 
vited to the meeting between Giese 
and Colonel Elliot Robertson of 
the school board to discuss PRAB's 
and council’s recommendations on 
the construction plans for the jun¬ 
ior and senior high schools. 

Jascourt disapproved of the seg¬ 
mented way in which he felt the 
plans were being developed. He 
maintained that the athletic fields 
of both schools should be consid¬ 
ered and developed first in order to 
meet the recreational needs of the 
community. 

Jascourt was encouraged to pre¬ 
sent his personal views to the 
school board, but Mayor Francis 
White closed discussion of the issue 
until the council had Giese's writ¬ 
ten account of his meeting with 
Col. Robertson. 

Animal Control 

Giese reported that persons who 
had their dogs inoculated with ra¬ 
bies shots through the county- 
sponsored program have now been 
advised to obtain dog licenses. The 
county has further advised the city 
that the county’s animal control 
ordinances applies within the city

of Greenbelt and that Greenbelt 
residents must have a county dog 
license. It was the manager's op¬ 
inion that it is unfair to Green¬ 
belt residents to have to buy two 
dog licenses; therefore, Giese rec¬ 
ommended that council either pe¬ 
tition the county commissioners to 
amend their ordinance to exempt 
municipalities having their own 
animal control programs or repeal 
the city's animal control ordinance 
and get out of the animal control 
business. 

Council seemed to think its serv¬ 
ices were superior to the county's, 
but saw no way of exempting its 
residents from obtaining county li¬ 
censes. Although no final decisions 
were made, council seemed to lean 
toward maintaining its services 
while suspending the requirement 
for city licenses. 

Action Committee 

The creation of a “blue ribbon’’ 
action committee to lobby for the 
swift construction of the perimeter 
road was looked on with favor by 
council. Citizen associations as 
well as the Jaycees and Lions 
would be called upon to unite in this 
common civic endeavor. No final 
recommendations or action were 
taken on this matter, however. 

Complaints 

Herb Ginsburg alerted council to 
the danger of a possible fatal acci¬ 
dent occuring at the point where 
the feeder road into University 
Square apartments joins Green¬ 
belt Rd. He stated that he and 
others had narrowly escaped in¬ 
jury on several occasions by per¬ 
sons who failed to obey the yield 
sign. Council was sympathetic 
and requested Giese to meet with 
the police chief and make recom¬ 
mendations to council which could 
then be forwarded to the state 
roads commission, which had jur¬ 
isdiction over those roads. 

Giese reported that many com¬ 
plaints have been received about 
garbage collection during the past 
two weeks. Though some irregular 
collections were made as a result 
of the Christmas day snowfall, 
others occurred due to crew fail¬ 
ures and three men had to be re¬ 
leased. Even with a reduced crew, 
collection is proceeding on sched¬ 
ule, Giese reported. 

A municipal traffic code was ap¬ 
proved for final adoption and, in 
essence, it is similar to that aprov- 
ed at earlier council meetings. 

Members of the Lakeside Citi¬ 
zens Association urged swift action 
on development of the bay end of 
the lake. The city manager stated 
he was still negotiating with the 
landscape architect and was close 
to a final settlement which he will 
soon present to council. 

Two appointments were announ¬ 
ced. Councilwoman Elizabeth Ma- 
ffay recommended 18-year-old Dan 
Freeman to fill a vacancy on PR- 
AB. Council concurred. Giese an¬ 
nounced that Mrs. Gudrun Mills 
has been appointed to the city clerk 
position vacated by Nita Sacra. 

Councilwomaln Maffay asked 
council to consider the placing of 
a street light between 135A and 
135B Northway. Giese stated that 
that area had indeed been over¬ 
looked and street lights would be 
forthcoming.

We wish to commend the city council for its foresighted rec¬ 
ognition of the opportunities afforded by the city’s acquisition of 
the Lutheran Church site. The 3.1-acre tract is the last large close- 
to-the-core of Greenbelt open space left, and in years to come the 
city and its residents will be elad that they acquired it. 

It was not an easy decision, but the council was equal to it. 
Io be sure, the ~itv council had the help of two committee reports 
(those of the Ad Hoc Committee and PRAB) which thoroughly 
outlined all the advantages of acquiring the property. These in¬ 
clude the acquisition of an existing building, which through some 
minor modifications would provide additional much-needed rec¬ 
reational and community facilities, and open space that would 
grow more valuable with time, whether used for development or 
city activities. 

Nevertheless, the council had the responsibility of weighing 
the costs against the advantages. To ask for citizen approval of an 
expenditure in the neighborhood of $80,000 for a tract whose full 
potential has yet to be realized takes courage. But we are confi¬ 
dent that the residents, who will have an opportunity to get all 
the facts first-hand and to register their views at the public hearing 
on this Monday, January 12, will reach the same conclusions as the 
council. 

As councilman Dick Pilski put it, “If we don’t acquire this 
property, five years from now we will be kicking ourselves.”

The bonds will be awarded to the bidder naming the lowest net 
interest cost to the City for the entire issue, determined by subtracting 
any premium offered from the total amount of interest payable on 
such bonds, from their date of issue to their respective dates of matur¬ 
ity, at the rate or rates named in such bid. 

The City reserves the right to reject any and all bids. The award, 
if any, will be made promptly after the bids are opened and tabulated. 

Each bid must be enclosed in a sealed envelope, addressed to James 
K. Giese, City Manager, Municipal Building, Greenbelt, Maryland 20770. 
Each bid must be accompanied by a certified, bank cashier’s or trea¬ 
surer’s check, drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust company, in 
the amount of $19,000., and made payable to Mabel L. Kandler, City 
Treasurer. Upon making the award, checks submitted by unsuccessful 
bidders will be returned to them. The proceeds of the check submitted 
by the successful bidder will be retained as fully liquidated damages in 
case the bidder shall fail to take up and pay for the bonds; otherwise 
the proceeds will be applied on account of the purchase price. No 
interest will be allowed on such amount. 

The bonds will be exempt from property taxation by the State of 
Maryland and the subdivisions thereof, and the interest thereon will 
be exempt from income tax by said State and its subdivisions.

The legality of said bonds will be unconditionally approved by 
Messrs, Semmes, Bowen & Semmes, of Baltimore, Maryland, and Em¬ 
mett H. Nanna, Jr., Esq., City Attorney, Hyattsville, Maryland, and 
the opinion of these gentlemen will be furnished, upon request, to the 
purchaser of the bonds without charge. The text of said opinion, duly 
certified, will be printed on each bond. 

Delivery of said bonds, without expense, will be made by the City 
Manager to the purchaser within thirty days from the date of sale, or 
as soon as practicable thereafter, at the place designated by the pur¬ 
chaser and, subject to the conditions above set forth, said purchaser 
will thereupon be required to accept delivery of the bonds and pay the 
balance of the purchase price due thereon. The bonds will be accom¬ 
panied by the customary closing documents at the time of delivery, 
including a certificate of no-litigation and no adverse change, effec¬ 
tive as of the date of delivery.
